In the first weeks o f March, 
mo st o f the natio n was lulled by 
a reco rd warm sun. St. Lo uis 
baked at 86 deg rees March 10; 
Dallas sweltered at 9 4 o ne day 
later; it was 01 as far no rth as 
Muskeg o n, Mich. 
lleat reco rds fo r the 
seaso n 
were to ppled ag ain in many ar­ 
eas a few day s later. Fruit trees 
blo sso med 
and 
flo wers 
burst 
into beauty fo r spring festiv als. 
But all this was cruel deceit. 
There 
fo llo wed 
pro bably 
the 
wo rst 
series 
o f 
spring 
co ld 
wav es ev er reco rded. Blizzards 
paraly zed parts o f 
the 
No rth, 
and co ntinued ev en thro ug h this 
first week

A fringe had 
been cut ail around the edge of the 
little fragm ent of the balloon; it 
looked like a child had gone all

a half long. It is p ossible that the 
fringe was caused when the balloon 
burst, but it did not hav e ex actly 
that ap p earance. 
Finding the balloon near P ark ers­ 
burg, well ov er 100 miles southeast 
of here, giv es rise to some interest­ 
ing sp eculation about air currents 
far abov e the earth on that sunny 
Friday . Almost without ex cep tion 
the balloons losea here went high 
into the air and drifted out of sight 
to the northeast.

Although she was born Theodo­ 
sia Goodman in Cincinnati, film 
p ublicists created an ex otic back­ 
ground for her to match the sul­ 
try , temp estuous screen roles as­ 
signed to her by p roducer William 
Fox . They said she was born in 
the shadow of thd p y ramids, the 
descendant of kings of Egy p t; that 
her last nam e was Arab, sp elled 
backwards.

“ v am p ” of silent films, an irre­ 
sistible lure to her screen lov ers, 
with her heav ily m ascaraed lids 
and deep ey e shadow'.

She retired from the 
mov ies in 19 21. 
Miss Bara cam e to the mov ies 
from the musical comedy stage in 
19 14, and after a few' minor roles 
Fox selected her to star in “ A Fool 
There Was.”

It was once upon a time, close to a m il­ 
lion days ago. as spring drifted over the 
jbarren hills and sandy wastes along the 
••eastern Mediterranean, the most astonish­ 
i ng of a seiies of momentous and ex­ 
t r a o r d i na r y events occurred at J e rusa le m 
'dot the Rom an province of Judea. 
:: 
F o r some t h r ce years a carpenter 
‘known as Jesus of Nazareth, proclaim ­ 
i ng himself to be the promised Messiah 
sent to save mankind, had been gaining 
.converts to his cause, having displayed 
som e unusual powers, such as the ability 
to walk on the waves, turn water to wine, 
”heal the sick and raise the dead. Despite 
his claim s and his powers, he was not 
ostentatious, but humble, kindly and un­ 
derstanding. 
The Nazarene cam e out of the hills into 
J e rus a le m that fateful springtime some 
20 centuries ago. 


Church authorities, long prepared for 


the appearance of such a being, did not 


c hoose to recognize the carpenter as such. 
This needn’t be surprising. Such a one 
appearing in our midst today might well 
be held suspect and wind up in jail. 
Jesus received such 
treatm ent, 
only 
m ere so 
The church men decided that 
he m ust go. They fabricated charges of 
blasphemy and usurpation of civil author­ 
ity, They demanded his death on the 
cross. Reluctantly the Roman governor 
yielded to pressure and let them have 
their way. 
The crucifixion was carried out on a 
F rid ay on heights along the D am ascus 
load outside the northern gate of the city. 
On Sunday J e sus ’ tomb was found to be 
empty. He subsequently appeared am ong 
his followers to urge that his work be 
carried 
on. 
And 
then, 
as 
those 
who 
chronicled the events put it. he “ ascended 
into h e a ve n. ’ 
The Nazarene had taught that belief in 
him as the son of God and 
kindness, 
humility and tolerance could spell life aft­ 
er death 
The doctrine combined the easiness of 
an old shoe with the eternal riddle of 
whence we come and whither we go. It 
was what m an was looking for, and it 
fired his mind and "-emotions from that 
day forward. 
It is still working for good against the 
trem endous forces of bigotry and evil as 
Eastertide comes round again.

brief sum m ing ijp of problems 
before 
the Joint Staff,

P re sid ent T rum an about Stalin's 
b itter m essages accusing us of 
b ad faith in negotiations for the 
surre nd e r of A ustrian troops and 
of President Roosevelt's 
angry 
reply 
I mentioned also Roose­ 
v e l t s growing concern tor the 
increasing num ber of lend-lease 
supplies then en route to Russia 
a perfectly am azing list of ship­ 
loads 
of 
locomotives, 
railroad 
cars, miles of track, trucks, a r ­ 
tillery, gasoline, food — and sta t­ 
ed th at the Russian people were 
not being told where those vast 
stores cam e from , and that the 
R ussian governm ent never even 
said 
Thank you 
to us. I urged 
the President to

hom e and study it carefully at 
his leisure 
‘Thank you. I will,’ 
he said, and 1 felt confident that

It is a sm all 
episode

opens the door to broad specula­ 
tion as to what night have devel­ 
oped in A m erican-Russian rela­ 
tions had Roosevelt lived out his 
fourth term . We have here au­ 
thentic, 
internal evidence 
that 
Roosevelt was growing concerned 
over “ the increasing num b er of 
reports 
of 
Russian 
m isdeeds.” 
This was after Yalta w here Roo­ 
sevelt gave Stalin more lands and 
souls than Stalin asked for. It 
was Roosevelt who suggested the 
restoration of R ussia’s “ righ ts” 
in M anchuria, which effectively 
m ade it possible for Russia to 
conquer China and set up a Chi­ 
nese C om m unist governm ent in 
th at country. 


Roosevelt, we know, 
a as not 
moving in the dark. He had con­ 
ceived “ the grand design,” the 
assum ption that A m erican gener­ 
osity would convince Stalin that 
this country had no imperialistic 
intentions, that we sought only 
to give but not to take. 


Nobody has yet reported what 
Stalin thought of it all. In term s 
of M arxiam dialectical m a te ria l­ 
ism, he m ust have believed us 
to be stupid, because no nation 
could succeed in the struggle for 
existence which gave away its 
strength and 
potentials 
to 
its 
enemies. And Stalin knew w ho the 
next enem y of the United States 
would be because Lenin had a n­ 
nounced it m any years before. 
Roosevelt’s disappoi n t m e n t 
m ust have been unendurable. He 
had staked the fate of his nation 
on the correctness of his apprais- 
la of S talin’s character. He had 
given to Russia — th at is. to 
Stalin 
— 
$11,000,000,000 
of 
A- 
m erica's wealth to win the com ­ 
munist leader over to Roosevelt’s 
conception of the future, em b od ­ 
ied perhaps in the Atlantic C h a r­ 
ter 
He m ust have suspected or 
w e n known before his death, if 
we are to take the hint from 
Adm iral Wilson Brown, th at he 
was dealing with a bandit and a 
blackm ailer who would dem and 
end d em and and give nothing. 
The tragey for Roosevelt m ust 
have been that he knew th at he 
was dying and that he could do 
nothing to undo the evils of Te­ 
heran and Yalta. 
But t h i s is not understandable: 
Mhy did he not call in H arry 
frum ; n,

sor. to tell him whal he had in 
his thoughts? It will be recalled

Ferns such 
as the Common Polypody, Maid­ 
enhair, Spleenwort and the Com­ 
mon Woodsia are ideal for the 
shaded rock garden. Rusty Wood­ 
sia and Purple Cliffb rake will 
thrive in the sunny rock garden. 
The Royal fem will grow in wet 
spots, providing it has sufficient 
sunlight. 
A gainst a fence or wall, use 
Pellaca 
atropurpurea, 
or 
the 
climb ing fem, Lygodium palma- 
tum , b ut b e sure to give the la t­ 
ter an acid soil.

having slender b ranching root­ 
stocks or rhizomes just b elow the 
soil surface. Ferns of this type, 
such as the Common Polypody 
and the New York fem , should 
b e covered very lightly w ith soil. 
Ferns which have a short, thick 
rootstock should b e transplanted 
w ith at least two inches of the 
straggling rootstock left attached 
to the crown part. This should 
b e done, as illustrated in the 
Garden-Graph, so the plant is not 
staived for lack of rootlets. 
Ferns can b e used even in the 
sm all garden along the north side 
of the garage qr house, or under 
trees and shrub s. In fact, ferns 
can b e planted in any heavily 
shaded spot in your garden where 
you think they will m ake them ­ 
selves at home.

Points Out Danger 


With an increase in the number 
of dog bites reported to the Fayette 
County Health Department in the 
past few weeks, Dr. N 
A. Dyer, 
county health commissioner, point­ 
ed out to the public today that all 
dog b i t e s 
should 
be 
reported 
promptly to the health department. 


This is necessary, he said, in 
order that the health department 
can investigate the case and have 
the animal confined for an observa­ 
tion period of ten (10) days. If 
during this period the dog becomes j 
sick or acts suspicious, a veterin- 1 
arian, or the 
health department. : 
should be called immediately. 


Through this period of observa­ 
tion it is possible to determine 
whether or not the dog will develop 
rabies. A dog that, has bitten some 
one should never be killed, except; 
on the advice of the health depart- j 
merit or a veterinarian. Dr. Dyer 
stated. 


Dr. Dyer also pointed out that 
all dog biles, or scratches, should 
be considered as potentially dang- j 
erous. The person bitten should con­ 
sult his family physician as soon as 
possible for treatment.

Bill Bringing Cha nge

COLUMBUS to — Some observ­ 
ers are saying it looks like a leg­ 
islative bid to capture 
authority 
over future Ohio 
turnpikes 
has 
jnore steam behind it than when it 
was introduced last Jan. 5. 
This week, for the first time,’ 
some legislators

guarded predictions the Republi­ 
can-controlled

Assem­ 
bly might approve the proposal 
to put route-fixing and bond-is­ 
suing authority in the hands of 
a committee dominated by leg­ 
islators. 
But the bill, if it ever reaches 
the governor’s desk, is expected to 
run smack into a veto by Gov.

AT ITS FIRST few hearings, it i 
appeared to have little support ex-i 
cept for the author. Ferguson is 
chairman of the Senate Highways 
Committee which is handling this 
bill.

Remember all those colored bal­ 
loons the kids were holding on 
strings or that you watched rise 
and drift out of sight into the wild 
blue yonder last Friday?

The Murphy Store gave away

Inside the letter from Badgley 
was a piece of the yellow rubber 
balloon on which the Murphy Store 
name was printed. A fringe had 
been cut all around the edge of the 
little fragment of the balloon; it 
looked like a child had gone all 
around it with scissors 
making 
scores of cuts about a inch and 
a half long. It is possible that the 
fringe was caused w'hen the balloon 
burst, but it did not have exactly 
that appearance. 
Finding the balloon near Parkers­ 
burg, well over 100 miles southeast 
of here, gives rise to some interest­ 
ing speculation about air currents 
far above the earth on that sunny 
Friday. Almost without exception 
the balloons losea here went high 
into the air and drifted out of sight 
to the northeast.

WASHINGTON 
to — Mother 
Nature may be breaking all rec­ 
ords this spring for breaking all 
records. 
Spring traditionally comes in 
like a lion and goes out like a 
lamb. So far this year, things 
have been in reverse order. 
In the first weeks of March, 
most of the nation was lulled by 
a record warm sun. St. Louis 
baked at 8 6 degrees March 10; 
Dallas sweltered at 94 one day 
later; it was 61 as far north as 
Muskegon, Mich. 
Heat records for the 
season 
were toppled again in many ar­ 
eas a few days later. Fruit trees 
blossomed 
and 
flowers 
burst 
into beauty for spring festivals. 
But all this was cruel deceit. 
There 
followed 
probably 
the 
worst 
series 
of 
spring 
cold 
waves ever recorded. Blizzards 
paralyzed parts of 
the 
North, 
and continued even through this 
first week 
of 
April. 
Record- 
breaking freezes spread across 
the South, crippling crops, fruit 
trees and flowers. 
There were also a rash of tor­ 
nadoes, duststorms, gales, and 
some severe floods

Origina l Film 
'Va mp7 Die s 
At Age Of 6 5 


HOLLYWOOD to — The 
first 
great femme fatale of the movies, 
Theda Bara, died in a Los Ange­ 
les hospital last night of cancer. 
She w’as 65. 
Although she was born Theodo­ 
sia Goodman in Cincinnati, film 
publicists created an exotic back­ 
ground for her to match the sul­ 
try, tempestuous screen roles as­ 
signed to her by producer William 
Fox. They said she was born in 
the shadow of thd pyramids, the 
descendant of kings of Egypt; that 
her last name was Arab, spelled 
backwards. 
Her name was magic at the box 
office. 
She 
was 
the 
original 
“ vamp” of silent films, an irre­ 
sistible lure to her screen lovers, 
with her heavily mascaraed lids 
and deep eye shadow. 
In private life Miss Bara was I 
the wife of film director Charles 
J. Brabin. She retired from the i 
movies in 1921. 
Miss Bara came to the movies 
from the musical comedy stage in 
1914, and after a few minor roles

The unprecedented 
outbreaks 
piled 24 inches of snow on Sheri­ 
dan, Wyo., in 24 hours this week, 
breaking all records. 
Southern 
New' England in April is digging 
out of a 20-inch snow, heaviest of 
the year. 
On March 27, one week after 
the formal beginning of spring, 
New Orleans at 30 degrees shiv­ 
ered under the coldest tempera­ 
tures in four years. The same 
city broke a heat record for the 
season only 10 days earlier, with 
87 degrees. 
What sent Mother Nature on 
such a rampage? 
Weather 
Bureau 
forecaster 
Jerome Namias today blamed 
those mysterious “ jet stream s” 
which circle the 
globe 
up 
to 
40,000 feet high. This is his ex­ 
planation: 
A light change in the west- 
to-east pattern of the jet stream 
moved a huge, frigid air m ass 
over Canada. 
But instead of letting it break 
out in waves across this coun­ 
try, as it usually does, the jet 
streams changed their pattern. 
They 
kicked 
up 
tremendous 
speeds of over 200 m.p.h. Their 
north-south waves flattened out. 
The jet streams, in effect, form­ 
ed a barrier to further south­ 
ward movement of this cold air. 
Meanwhile, warm air from the 
Gulf spread farther north. 
An 
extreme contrast developed. 
Then, like a delayed 
action 
bomb, the jet streams lost their 
fierce eastward momentum. The 
north-south waves developed in­ 
to big peaks and troughs, which 
began moving 
eastward. 
The 
pent-up air in Canada, long held 
in a deep freeze, was loosed on 
the United Sttes in a series of 
paralyzing blasts 
What will the jet streams do 
next? 
Namias expects the waves to 
continue sliding eastward. That 
should bring more cool air to the 
extreme northeast and 
to 
the 
Southeast as far around as Tex­ 
as. Warmer - than • usual 
air 
should settle over the Northern 
Plains. 
This contrast (warmer air in 
most of the North and cooler air 
in the South) might continue to 
act 
as 
a 
storm-maker. 
But 
weather officials hardly expect 
an 
extended 
repeat 
perform­ 
ance.

this year, Tom Mark, the chair­ 
man or the blood program, said. 
Essentially the sam e staff of 
volunteer workers is to be at the 
church to lend a hand to the train­ 
ed technicians that always accom­ 
pany the bloodmobile. 
The increased use being made of 
blood in hospitals makes the need j 
for blood as urgent as ever be­ 
fore. 
Records of Memorial Hospital j 
here show that more blood from 
the Red Cross blood bank was us­ 
ed-there last year than was given 
to the blood bank by Fayette 
Countians.

Roosev elt, w e kn ow , a as n ot 
mov in g in the d ark. He had con ­ 
ceiv ed “ the gran d d esign ,” the 
assumption that American gen er­ 
osity would con v in ce Stalin that 
this coun try had n o imperialistic 
in ten tion s, that we sought on ly 
to giv e but n ot to take. 
Nobod y has y et reported what 
Stalin thought of it all. In term s 
of Marxiam d ialectical m aterial­ 
ism, he must hav e believ ed us 
to be stupid , because n o n ation

each year Ohio wildlife officials

Ohio Wildlife experts say it is 
unfortunate 
this 
burning

place about the same time that 
Ohio’s first rabbit litters are born, 
during the entire month of April. 
Many young rabits, still in the 
nest, are killed by these ground 
fires. Since the first litters of rab­ 
bits and the young they produce 
will make up a large percentage 
of this fall’s bag, it is necessary 
that they be given as much pro­ 
tection as possible, they say, add­ 
ing: 
“ Apparently farmers who burn 
have given little thought 
to the 
loss of wildlife and have no idea 
of the value of organic matter in 
the soil. Burning destroys mater 
ials in the upper soil layers that 
form humus. An accumulation of 
debris improves the water holding 
capacity of the soil and destroying 
this u p p e r layer may increase 
the need for costly fertilizers. Me­ 
tal and 
wooden 
fences, 
utility 
poles and guy wires are damaged 
extensively each year by burning 
highway berms and fencerows. 
‘‘Burning has little or no practi­ 
cal control over dormant insects 
and live weed seeds. In fact, some 
woody 
plants 
like 
blackberry 
plants are encouraged by burning 
and potash added to the soil by 
burning, many times produces a 
more vigorous growth of certain 
weeds. Pests immediately occupy 
the bare spaces created by burn­ 
ing existing grasses and harmless 
plants.”

MANY gardeners hesitate to 
plant ferns, fearing they are hard 
to grow. This actually is not the 
case although it is a rather com­ 
mon belief. 
It is important, howev er, to use 
the right ty pe of fern in the place 
selected for planting. Ferns such 
as the Common Poly pody , Maid­ 
enhair, Spleenwort and the Com­ 
mon Woodsia are ideal for the 
shaded rock garden. Rusty Wood­ 
sia and Purple Cliffbrake will 
thriv e in the sunny rock garden. 
The Roy al fern will grow in wet 
spots, prov iding it has sufficient 
sunlight. 
Against a fence or wall, use 
Pellaca 
atropurpurea, 
or 
the 
climbing fem, Ly godium palma- 
tum, but be sure to giv e the lat­ 
ter an acid soil. 
The accompany ing G ar d e n - 


i 
Graph shows how to plant ferns 
hav ing slender branching root­ 
stocks or rhizomes just below the 
n 
i j n

soil surface. Ferns of this ty pe, 
DO no la DUCK 
such as the Common Poly pody 
and the New York fem, should 
be cov ered v ery lightly with soil. 
Ferns which hav e a short, thick 
rootstock should be transplanted 
with at least two inches of the 
straggling rootstock left attached 
to the crown part. This should 
be done, as illustrated in the 
Garden-Graph, so the plant is not 
starv ed for lack of rootlets. 
Ferns can be used ev en in the 
small garden along the north side 
of the garage qr house, or under 
trees and shrubs. In fact, ferns 
can be planted in any heav ily 
shaded spot in y our garden where 
y ou think they will make them­ 
selv es at home.
